EXODUS TO THE NEW GOLD FIELDS. 


T housands of M en En R oute to Iisn o r C ali­ 
fornia! Goort R eports, 
Bt TeYegfath lo T he Freeman. 
Los A n g e l e s, Cal., March 8.—The gold 
discoveries in Lower California have created 
intense excitement in every town iu the 
Southern part of the State. 
The Santa Clara 
district, where the crowds are hlshing, is 150 
milbs sonlh fif San Diego and 40 miles west 
bf Ensenada. 
All along the line thousands 
arc en route to the fields. 
A t Ban Diego the 
streets are filled with strangers outfitting for 
the mines, and with wagons and pack mules 
loaded with miuers’ outfits. 
An average of 
600 
men a 
day 
have 
left 
for 
the 
mines for the last four days, and yesterday 
the number was much larger. 
W aiters at 
the hotels and FeStauFants have largely left 
and two-thirds of the force on the Cuyamaea 
Railroad are gone. 
The best indication re­ 
garding tbe value of the min'ÍS is lliat no one 
has returned cTcept to replenish “ grub 
stakes '' 
The telegraphers have also joined 
the prospectors. 
Eight hundred men were 
camped at T ia Juna last 
night waiting 
clearance from the Custom House. Ensenada 
is practically deserted by men. W. C. Van- 
Derm and C. Amendt, of ¡San Diego, who 
were among the first at the mines, ai rived at 
Ensenada last night. 
Both are enthusiastic. 
Fifteen good rich ledges have already been 
discovered, afftf promise a permaneut camo. 
James Kerrane.of Los Angeles,returned from 
the camp last night. 
He said: “ There are 
already over 1,000 men on the ground. 
The 
stuff brought out is phibelr gold, and light 
and fiaky. 
The Valley in which the mine 
was dhciiVered has three well-defined gold 
quartz lodes. 
They descend from the moun­ 
tains 
above 
in 
separate 
gulches. 
The 
gulch 
to 
the 
north 
is 
the 
one 
in which the greatest find has lieen made. 
Above arc to bo found croppings of 
slate 
and porphyry. 
A tracing lius been made oí 
one lode, 1,400 feet from the upper side of 
the vallev into the mountains. 
At present 
in the valley four dry washers are located, 
ouly one of which is in operation. 
A great 
many rockers and ground sluices are being 
worked. 
The dirt is easily handled and the 
richest of returns are had in some instances. 
I 
saw 
one 
man 
who 
had 
knocked 
out $200 in four hours, and he was nearly 
wild with joy. 
But above all things the 
prices of provisions are simply outrageous. 
I paid $5 fora 80-pound sack of flour, $3.50 
for a 10-pound sack of oatmeal, and drinks 
are two bits apiece.” 
San Diego has about gone in a body to the 
gold country. 
Four telegrams have been re­ 
ceived in this City requesting that hotel wait­ 
ers be sent at once to San Diego, ns none 
could be had there at any price. 
The 
guests 
were 
left 
to 
get 
their 
own meals out of the kitchen for one entiie 
day. 
Yesterday afternoon a gentleman came 
up from the Santa Tarrauta mines and 
brought with him $9,000 in gold dust which 
he deposited in bank; 
Miners who came 
here for supplies returned on the evening 
trains. 
They say the Mexicans, who have 
been long at work at the diggings, are taking 
out gold to the extent of $15 a day each. 
There is a great lack of mining implements 
and 
a 
crying 
want 
for 
rockers. 
As 
to 
the 
richness 
of 
the 
ground there is no doubt. 
The Mexicans 
pan out from 25 to 50 cents to the pan with 
which the old miners now seem to be perfectly 
content. 
Indeed, they wink their eyes as 
much as to say “ When those duffers get 
through we’ll have a picnic.” 
A Mexican 
took out $250 in two days in a space eight 
feet square. 
There is no doubt ns to the 
richness of the placers. 
The only question 
is 
how 
extensive 
are 
they? 
The 
best answer would seem to be found in the 
fact that the oldest residents and busiuess 
men of Ensenada went to the mines several 
weeks ago, and despite the fact that merchan­ 
dizing offers unusual inducements and large 
profits none have returned. 
Upward of 500 
men will leave Los Angeles for the mines at 
oncc.

A l b a n y , March 8.—At this mornings ses­ 
sion of the Ceiling Investigating Committee, 
Manager Subold, of the Western Union Tel­ 
egraph Company, was sworn and questioned 
in reference to the subpoena served upon him 
by the Committee, to produce copies of tele­ 
grams sent by or received by Snaith, Rowe, 
Sullivan and others. 
Witness said he had 
started a search for such telegrams. 
He de­ 
clined to state whether he had found any, and 
so declined at the advice of the attorney of 
the Western Union Company. 
If the sub­ 
poena were modified ns suggested by the West­ 
ern Union Telegftipft Conlpiluy, yesterday, 
he could not say that he would cveu then pro­ 
duce the telegrams desired. 
Mr. Seward then 
orally modified the .subpoena accordingly, 
asking 
for 
copies 
of 
all 
telegrams 
sent to or from Philadelphia oi New York to 
Albany, from or to Snaith,Mrs. Snaith,Sulli­ 
van or Mrs. Sullivan. 
The subpoena, as ta­ 
ken by the stenographer, was then transcribed 
and given to Mr. Sabold, who said he would 
confer with the Western Union officials as to 
complying with the subpoena. 
Assembly­ 
m an Ainsworth. Chairman of the Appropria­ 
tions Committee, was sworn, and told the 
facts as to the first discussions in the Legisla­ 
ture of the safety of the Assembly ceiling.

the Legislature 
last year 
discussion 
of

came 
up 
early 
both 
on 
and 
off 
the 
floor. 
He 
had 
talked 
with 
many

had talked with no one except Commissioner 
Berry, experts and members.

of the bill Introduced by Youngmati.

bill that was finally introduced by the Appro 
priations Committee was drafted by John I. 
Platt. 
The question of, who should have 
cbArge of tfie Work was discussed in Commit­ 
tee. 
Estimates by Commissioner Perry and 
Superintendent Andrews were presented to 
the Committee. 
The politic* of il'.c matter 
were also discussed in reference to the advis- 
ubilily of having this money expended on the 
eve of a Presidential election by Democratic

Andrews’ estimate 
foots up $423,000 and P erry’s $334,000 The 
amount in the bill reported was not as large 
as the original estimate, the Committee hav­ 
ing eliminated certain items they deemed un ­ 
necessary. 
He could not state the amount in 
the bill as originally reported. 
The hill was 
introduced on April 26. 
Sheehan moved to 
insert the name of either Perry or Andrews 
to be in charge of the work. 
The Commit­ 
tee then put in Andrews’ name. He thought it 
was on P latt’s motion, for he was all along 
earnestly in favor of Andrews having charge. 
W itness did not think Wemple objected to 
Andrews’ name being inserted. Witness then 
followed tbe Hill through its various stage» of 
progress and final passage, May 3, by a vote 
of 86 to 3.

The co nsequence was that in his o wn state, w here 
these were mo st directly felt, his perso nal unpo pu­ 
larity was pheno m enal, and the knives he hnd w het­ 
ted fo r him self w ere acco rdingly num ero us and in 
cisive. 
In tho se po ints o utside o f the city o f New 
Yo rk. i. p., Bro o klyn. Ro chester nnd Buffalo , the la t­ 
ter city his ho me, the lo sses sustained o n acco unt o f 
the private enem ies he had made am o ng fo rm er 
friends were eno ugh to co st us the state tw ice o ver. 
His individuality is. therefo re, neither pleasing no r 
cheering to dwell upo n. 
It uudo ubedly secured his 
defeat at the hands o f tho se who knew him best.— 
Lo u isville Co u rier-Jo u rn a l. 
The abov e is Mr. Ilcnry W attcrson’s o pin­ 
ion o f ex President Clev eland to-day. 
Six 
m onths ago there were uo terms too lav ish 
fo r the g allant K entuckian in sounding the 
praises of the man who was then the leader 
o f his party in a fig ht.for life. 
Courag e,eon- 
sistency, loyalty, friendship, courtesy, hon­ 
esty—all the m anly qualities that excite m an­ 
ly admiration were attributed to him . 
But 
lie brav ely led his party to the defeat that 
w as inev itable, and now he is rev iled and 
made the scapegoat o f all its m istakes and 
sins. 
O f course it is for the interest o f tariff re- 
lorm ers like W attersou to ig nore the real 
cause o f defeat— the straight lung e o f the 
party iuto the sloug h of free trade. 
T hey 
dare not adm it the truth, for that w ould fa s­ 
ten the responsibility upon them selv es and re­ 
liev e Mr. Clev eland, who only did their bid­ 
ding . 
The}’ expect to g o before the country 
on the same issue again in ’9 2 and undertake 
another “ cam paig n of intellect." 
A nd so it 
behoov es them to tell the people that it was 


Clev eland’s personality and not their “ cause" 
that brought defeat. 
And yet Mr. Clev eland’s personal peculiar­ 
ities were much more offensiv e in 18 8 4 when 
he was successful than in 18 8 8 when he m et 
w ith defeat. 
H e gained in popularity ev ery 
day from his inauguration till his retirem ent. 
W hile he nev er won the lov e o f the people 
like Lincoln or their g ratitude and adm ira­ 
tion like Grant, there came to be a g eneral 
aequiesence in the v erdict that he was a 
“ g ood fello w ,” and there was enoug h kindly 
feeling towards him to hav e assured him a 
second term as his due except for the offen. 
siv eness o f the partisanship which he w as put 
forward to represent. 
It was the free trade 
cam paig n that slew him. 
The heav iest blows 
were dealt in farm ing com m unities and m anu­ 
facturing centres of the North, where his 
personal traits were held o f no more account 
than those o f the Prince of W ales. 
If he 
repelled the m en of his party w hose friend­ 
ship it was to his interest to retain, it was not 
throug h personal dislike o f the m an w ho 
could take a drink with them, but liecause he 
was com pelled to say N o to ninety-nine in 
ev ery hundred w ho asked him for an office. 
A nd ev en this was not his error, but the fault 
o f the gov ernm ent in not m aking enoug h offi­ 
ces to g o around. 
The Atlanta C o nstitutio n. 
in an article before us, clearly recog nizes this 
fact. “ An av erag e appointm ent,” it remarks, 
“ m akes for the man in power a dozen m alig ­ 
nant enem ies and one lukewarm friend, for 
the party in pow er a dozen sulking A ehilleses 
and one rather chirpy U lysses.” 
A nd the 
Co nstitutio n calculates with considerable co n ­ 


fidence upon a Dem ocratic v ictory in 18 9 2, 
because o f the transfer o f patronage to Gen. 
H arrison’s shoulders—a w arning that the R e­ 
publican parly w ould do w ell to heed. 
W e still believ e that Mr. C lev eland was 
better than his party. 
It was his m isfortune 
that he h.ul not the firmness to resist 
the 
m alig nant elem ents, whose sole po licy was 
to wreak rev eng e upon tlie North for its re­ 
sista nce to 
relielllon. 
Disregard o f the 
“ am enities o f lif e ” and ev en “ 
needless in ­ 
civ ility ” do not eouut with the D em ocratic 
party as serious objections when there is a 
satisfactory distribution o f fav ors. 
For if 
they were real objections Andrew J ackson 
w ould nev er hav e been President a second 
tim e, and D av id B. B ill w ould now be a 
tenant of his little law office in Elm ira.

Flem ing was w illing to concede tin 
position to GofT as the man elected on I hr 
face o f the returns and then make a contest 
in the courts and try to prov e fraud, but this 
did not satisfy W ilson. 
He lov ed the ofliee 
him self, and reasoned that if a Dem ocrat was 
to hav e a chance at it, the constitution gav e 
him the first opportunity. 
F lem ing is pre

p la ry term s. 


This is g ood strong language. 
If other 
Democratic papers o f the North, conscious 
that the rascality o f W est Virginia politicians 
is injuring their party. Would speak out in 
equally plain terms the difficulty would be 
settled without w aiting for the action o f the 
President.

SNAITH AND IIIS BOODLE. 


Contractor Snaith’s bank account was ex ­ 
amined by the C eiling Committee yesterday. 
On J une 11, 18 8 8 , the account was begun 
with a credit o f $528 .73. 
On the 6th of 
March inst. there remained $39 .9 2. 
In the 
interv al Mr. Snaith had deposited $238 ,000 
receiv ed from the state on the ceiling co n­ 
tract and $150.000 drawn from priv ate c iti­ 
zens. 
About $9 0,000 of the state m oney was 
paid to sub-contractor Sulliv an who appears 
to hav e done all the work, and $6 0,000 was 
taken by Snaith to pay for papier maehe and 
for his own profit. 
The profit is supposed to 
hav e amounted to $20,000 or $30,000. O f the 
remaining $8 8 ,000 no trace was obtained. 
It 
had been drawn out o f the bank from tim e to 
time in suras o f $5,000 and $10,000 nnd 
not 
redeposited. 
It 
is 
the 
disposal 
o f this sum that excites the curiosity o f the 
committee, and it is to lie followed up w ith 
the persistence o f the sleuth-hound. 
In this 
$8 8 ,000 is supposed to be the boodle that 
was exacted from Snaith by those w ho as­ 
sisted him in obtaining the contract. 
A c­ 
countant Yaldcn was the witness em ployed 
by the com m ittee to trace this bunk account, 
and tlie figures here g iv en are a part of his 
testim ony. 
W hen 
law yer Hale, 
Snaith’s 
counsel, attem pted to cross-examine Yaldcn 
he was silenced by tlie com m ittee, and told 
to produce his client. 
Hale insisted on en­ 
tering his " solem n pro test” agaiust the d e­ 
cision, but was told that it w ould not be re­ 
ceiv ed or put on record. 
Another witness was Comptroller W em plc, 
who had returned from Brooklyn after being 
v ery urgently requested to do so. 
Mr. Werii- 
ple was put through a sev ere cross-exam ina­ 
tion, and utterly broke down in trying to ex ­ 
plain w hy he paid Snaith $15,000 in excess o f 
the amount stipulated in the contract, and to 
Mr. Andrews $7,500 for serv ices wlien lie 
was entitled to o nly his regular salary. 
Mr. 
W emplc made a v ery sorry and hum iliating 
exhibition o f him self on the stand. 
It is not 
likely that he w ill want to run again next 
fall, with his testim ony on record.

Brooklyn, Rochester and Buffalo, the lat­ 
ter city his home, the losses sustained on account of 
the private enemies he had made among former 
friends were enough to cost us the state tw ice over. 
His individuality is, therefore, neither pleasing nor 
cheering to dwell upon. It undoubedly secured his 
defeat at the hands of those who knew him best.— 
Lou isviUe Courier-Journal. 
The above is Mr. Henry Watterson’s opin­ 
ion of ex President Cleveland to-day. Six 
months ago there were no terms too lavish 
for the gallant Kentuckian in sounding the 
praises of the man who was then the leader 
of his party in a fight for life. Courage,con 
sistency, loyalty, friendship, courtesy, lion 
cstv—all the manly qualities that excite man 
ly admiration were attributed to him. But 
he bravely led his party to the defeat that 
was inevitable, and now he is reviled and 
made the scapegoat of all its mistakes and 
sins. 
Of course it is for the interest of tariff re- 
lormers like Wattersou to ignore the real 
cause of defeat—the straight lunge of the 
party iuto the slough of free trade. They 
dare not admit the truth, for that would fas­ 
ten the responsibility upon themselves and re­ 
lieve Mr. Cleveland, w ho only did their bid­ 
ding. They expect to go before the country 
on the same issue again in ’92 and undertake 
another *‘ campaign of intellect." And so it 
behooves them (o tell the people that it was 
Cleveland’s personality and not their “cause’ 
that brought defeat. 
And yet Mr. Cleveland’s personal peculiar­ 
ities were much more offensive in 1884 when 
he was successful than iu 1888 when he met 
with defeat. He gained in popularity every 
day from his inauguration till his retirement. 
While he never won the love of the people 
like Lincoln or their gratitude and admira 
tion like Grant, there came to be a general 
aequiesencc in the verdict that he w 
“ good fellow,” and there was enough kindly 
fcelintr towards him to have assured him a 
second term as his due except for the offen 
siveness of the partisanship which he was put 
forward to represent. It was the free trade 
campaign that slew him. The heaviest blow 
were dealt in farming communities and mauu. 
facturing centres of the North, where his 
personal traits were held of no more account 
than those of the Prince of Wales. If lie 
repelled the men of his party whose friend 
ship it was to his interest to retain, it was not 
through personal dislike of the man who 
could take a drink with them, but Itecause he 
was compelled to say No to ninety-nine in 
every hundred who asked him for an offic 
And even this was not his error, but the fault 
of the government in not making enough offi­ 
ces to go around. The Atlanta Constitution. 
in an article before us, clearly recognizes this 
fact. “An average appointment,” it remarks, 
“ makes for the nmn in power a dozen malig­ 
nant enemies and one lukewarm friend, for 
the party in power a dozen sulking Achilleses 
and one rather chirpy Ulysses.” And the 
Constitution calculates with considerable con 
fidence upon a Democratic victory in 1892, 
because of the transfer of patronage to Gen 
Harrison’s shoulders—a warning that the Re­ 
publican party would do well to heed. 
We still believe that Mr. Cleveland was 
better than his party. It was his misfortune 
that he had not the firmness to resist the 
malignant elements, whose sole policy was 
to wreak revenge upon I lie North for its re 
sistance to relxdllon. 
Disregard of the 
“ amenities of life” and even “ needless in­ 
civility ” do not count with the Democratic, 
party as serious objections when there is a 
satisfactory distribution of favors. For if 
they were real objections Andrew Jackson 
would never have been President a second 
time, and David B. Hill would now be 
tenant of bis little law office in Elmira. 


Contractor Snaitb’s bank account was ex­ 
amined by the Ceiling Committee yesterday. 
On June 11, 1888, tiie account was begun 
with a credit of $528.73. On the 6th of 
March inst. there remained $89,92. in the 
interval Mr. Snaith had deposited $238,000 
received from tin* state on the ceiling con 
tract and $150.000 drawn from private citi­ 
zens. About $90,000 of the state money was 
paid to sub contractor Sullivan who appears 
to have done all the work, and $60,000 was 
taken by Snaith to pay for papier mache and 
for his own profit. The profit is supposed to 
have amounted to $20,000 or $30,000. Of the 
remaining $88,000 notrace was obtained. It 
had been drawn out of the bank from time to 
time in sums of $5,000 and $10,000 and 
not 
redeposited. It 
is the disposal 
of this sum that excites the curiosity of the 
committee, and it is to lie followed up with 
the persistence of the sleuth-hound. Iu this 
$88,000 is supposed to be the boodle that 
was exacted from Snaith by those who as­ 
sisted him in obtaining the contract. Ac­ 
countant Yaltlen was the witness employed 
by the committee to trace this bank account, 
and the figures here given are a part of his 
testimony. When lawyer Hale, Snaith’s 
counsel, attempted to cross-examine Yalden 
he was silenced by the committee, and told 
to produce his client. Hale insisted on en 
tering his “ solemn protest ” agaiust the de­ 
cision. but was told that it would not be re­ 
ceived or put on record. 
Another witness was Comptroller Wemple, 
who had returned from Brooklyn after being 
veiy urgently requested to do so. Mr. Wem­ 
ple was put through a severe cross-examina 
tion, and utterly broke down in trying to ex 
plain why he paid Snaith $15,000 in excess of 
the amount stipulated in the contract, and to 
Mr. Andrews $7,500 for services when he 
was entitled to only his regular salary. M 
Wemple made a very sorry and humiliating 
exhibition of litmself on the stand. It is not 
likely that he will want to run again next 
fall, with his testimony on record.

Very little is heart! from West Virginia 
since she had the unexampled .good fortune 
to seenoe three live and active Governors, all 
eager to rule the little commonwealth ¡it the 
same time. Wilson holds over and is serene. 
GofI is in the same position us when he took 
the oath, and awaits developments. Cat roe 
copies the most unique position of all, for 
the only proper contestant of Goff 
Fleming, who was the Democratic candi 
date. Fleming was willing to concede the 
position to Golf as the man elected on the 
face of the returns and then make a contest 
in the courts and try to prove fraud, but this 
did not satisfy Wilson. He loved the office 
himself, and reasoned that if a Democrat was 
to have a chance at it, the constitution gave 
him the first opportunity. Fleming is pre­ 
cluded from making a contest because Goff 
is unable to establish a basis for the begin­ 
ning of a suit, as Hie courts say they can do 
nothing till the Legislature, which is the 
canvassing board, makes its return. This 
the Legislature declined to do before its 
adjournment, and has now gone home for a 
year.

At a recent meeting of the Trustees of 
School Disirict No, 3. Rondout, the Princi­ 
pal, «1. Eadic, 1‘epoHed the work ing of the 
School Savings Bank in the school. 
During 
the 11 week s the system has been in opera­ 
tion, $91.65 have been deposited in the bank 
as a school fund. 
At the end of each month 
deposits of any pupil am ounting to $1 or 
m ore were transferred from the school fund 
to an individual account and a book for the 
same given to the pupil. 
In this way $55.91 
were transferred to individual accounts and 
«32 bank book s are now in the hands of 
pupils.

a consideration of these figures it will he seen 
that the system is accom plishing the purpose 
intended. 
It is teaching the children, in a 
practical manner, to be careful in small 
things. 
Experience so far shows that the 
School Saving Bank receives pennies saved by 
the children, and is in no sense used as a con­ 
venience by their parents. 
The* deposits are 
made largely in pennies, five apd 10-cent 
pieces. 
At the rate of these first week s the 
deposits for a s« 'hool year would amouut to 
some $350, which, in itself, is worth pre­ 
serving from being squandered iu useless, if 
not often in injurious, ways. 
Rut when ac­ 
count is tak en of the form ation of habits of 
thrift by patient and persistent accumulation 
througlVsmall suras, the benefits arising from 
the system become so obvious that its general 
adoption is not only justifiable, but extremely 
desirable. 
Since its inception nearly four

N o. 3, R o n d o u t, 
At a recent meeting of the Trustees of 
School Disirict No. 3, Roudout, the Princi­ 
pal, J. Eadic, repotted the working of the 
School Savings Bank in the school. 
During 
the 11 weeks the system has been in opera­ 
tion, $91.65 have been deposited in the bank 
as a school fund. 
At the end of each month 
deposits of any pupil amounting to $1 or 
more were transferred from the school fund 
to an individual account and a book for the 
same given to the pupil. 
In this way $55.91 
were transferred to individual accounts and 
32 bank books are now in the hands of 
pupils. 
The number of depositors is 118 and 
of the entire deposit $1.50 have been with­ 
drawn, while 
a balance 
of $34.24 re­ 
mains 
in 
the 
school 
fund. 
From 
a consideration of these figures it will be seen 
that the system is accomplishing the purpose 
intended. It is teaching the children, in a 
practical manner, to be careful in small 
things. 
Experience so far shows that the 
School Saving Bank receives pennies saved by 
l he children, and is in no sense used us a con­ 
venience by their parents. 
The deposits are 
made largely in pennies, five apd 10-cent 
pieces. 
At the rate of these first weeks the 
deposits for a school year would amouut to 
some $350, which, in itself, is worth pre­ 
serving from being squandered in useless, if 
not often in injurious, ways. 
But when ac­ 
count is taken of the formation of habits of 
thrift by patient and persistent accumulation 
through [small sums, the benefits arising from 
the system become so obvious that its general 
adoption is not only justifiable, but extremely 
desirable. 
Since its inception nearly four 
years ago, the School Savings Bank has won 
for itself such popular favor that a bill is at 
present before the Legislature at Albany to 
make it a part of the regular school work 
throughout the State, and a resolution is now 
lieing considered by the Board of Education 
in the City of New-York, arranging for its 
introduction into the schools of that City. In

At a recent meeting of the Trustees of 
School Disirict No. 8. Rondout, the P rinci­ 
pal, J. Katlic, repotted the working of the 
School Savings Bank in the school. 
During 
the l l weeks the system hasbeen in opera­ 
tion, $91,65 have been deposited in the bank 
as a school fund. 
At the end of each month 
deposits of any pupil am ounting to $1 or 
more were transferred from the school fund 
lo a n individual account and a book for the 
same given to the pupil. 
Iii this way $55.91 
were transferred to individual accounts anti 
82 hank books are now in the hands of 
pupils. 
The nunda'r of depositors is 118 and 
of the entire deposit $1.50 have been with 
drawn, 
while 
a balance 
of 
$34.24 re 
mains 
in 
the 
school 
fund. 
From 
a consideration of these figures it will I m* seen 
that the system is accomplishing the purpose 
intended. 
It is teaching the children, in a 
practical manner, to Im* careful in small 
things. 
Experience so far shows that the 
School Saving Bank receives pennies saved by 
the children, and is in no sense used as a con­ 
venience by their parents. 
The deposits are 
made largely in pennies, five apii IO cent 
pieces. 
At the rate of these first weeks lite 
deposits for a school year would amouut to 
some $350, which, in itself, is worth pre­ 
serving from being squandered in useless, if 
not often in injurious, ways. 
But when ac­ 
count is taken of the form ation of habit* of 
tDrift by patient and |M>rsistent accumulation 
through small sums, the benefits arising from 
the system become so obvious that its general 
adoption is not only justifiable, but extremely 
desirable. 
Since its inception nearly four 
years ago, the School Savings Bank lias won
